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Tyndall to His Critics. 


Tim applause thnt followed T.vudall's 


striking sentence, "Idiscern in that 
matter which we, in our igncnaiice, not- 
withstanding onr professed reverence 
for its Creator, have hitherto covered 
with approbium, the promise and poten- 
cy of every form and quality of life," 
•when ii was spoken at Belfast, was soon 
drowned in n chorus of reproaches, 
curses, and opposing arguments from 
theolog.cal thinkers of varying degrees 
of orthodoxy throughout the world. The 
scientist had thrown do«u the gauntlet. 
The theologians caught it up. Catho- 
lics anil Protestants thundered nt Tyn- 
dall. Dr. HcCosh, of course, neized the 
opportunity to write two or three new 
books, and his tomes were few among 
msoy. 
The Professor has replied to his critics. 


The seventh edition of hi s Belfast ad- 
dress bus a preface in wlrch Tyndall ex- 
S'ains, defends, and asserts his position. 


e handles his ossailantH in mass and 


in detail. 


The tone of the attacks has been, he 


gays, bad. Religion has not taught its 
advocates courtesy. 
They have heaped 


abuse upon him. Their arguments seem 
to bear the impress, rather of the indi- 
viduality of each writer than of the re- 
ligion common to them all. Whence, 
be concludes, "the 
commim religion 


professed and'defended by these differ- 
ent people is usually the accidental con- 
duit through which they pour their own 
tempers, lofty or low, courteous or vul- 
gar, mild "or ferocious,' holy or unholy, 
as the case may be." 


Somef of the hardest knocks are given 


in detail. A Professor of Cambridge de- 
clared, early in the control ersy, that 
Tyndall was too ignorant of mathematics 
to discuss the origin 'of life. Tyndall 
submits a parchment signed by the Pro- 
fessor twenty-two years ago, which cer- 
tifies that he was"" well versed in pure 
mathematics!" then. He certainly has 
not lost knowledge since. 


In reply to a Catholic critic, who 


claims that Tyndall has tried to hide his 
•view», and so escape condemnation, the 
latter says that he is not afraid of any 
charge of belief or disbelief. He quotes 
the Pope's Encyclical Letter of Decem- 
ber, ISGi, a description of the Virgin 
Mary, "who sits as a Queen on the right 
hand of her only begotten Son, in a 
golden vestment, clothed around with 
various adornments," and adds, for the' 
sake of relievingrtbe critic from further 
anxiety about his concealment of his 
faith: "In regard to this, as to other 
less pictorifilly anthromorphic nnd sar- 
torial conceptions of the Supreme, I 
•tend in the attitude of disbelief." 


Tho Protestant Bishop of Manchester 


is tho next victim. He, it ssetns, when 
a verbatim report of the Belfast address 
•was within his reach, accused Tyndall of 
saying what he did not say. The pre- 
tended quotation by the Bishop was ' 'a 
vain imagination of his own." 


Catholicism fares badly at tho hands 


of this hard hitter: ^3Ion&ign'or..Capel 
has declared thaf the Church favors sci- 
ence, and ha» the "right to determine 
what true science is. , Jn reply, Tyndail 
qnoteg, among" other-things, the decree 
of Pins.V., in 1616, whioh condemned 
the doctrine that the earth m'ortd ipnnd 
the sun. and asserted as a fact of religion 
that this speck which is our world-was 
the tfenterof the'universe'of wEich'it 
really forms an insignificant a part! 
Tyndall declares that it "«rer[uireb extra- 
ordinary bravery of mind, or a rel-ance 
upon public ignorance almost extraor- 
dinary, to make the claims made by 
Monsiguor Capel for his Church." 


The most valuable part of this preface 


i« the restatement of the writer's creed, 
He denies that he " made an unjustifia- 
ble raid into the domain of theology,"! 
by speculating ^on tfee ongin of life, j 
Theology hfti no title-deed to this orea 
ol study. It cannot bur the investiga- 
tions of science. Genesis proves noth- 
ing in this matter. 
"To the grasp of 


geology,'which* it restated for a time, it 
at'length yielded like potter's clay." 
"It is a poem, not a scientific treatise." 
Science has as yet found "no intrusion 
of pnvely creative power into any aenes 
of phenomena." 
"Wherefore," says 


Tyndall, "I reaffirm here, not arrogant- 
ly or defiantly, but without a shade of 
indistinctness, the position laid clown in 
Belfast." 


A Scientist's Experience with To-! 


bacco. 


A distinguished Frtncli savant, the 


Abbe Moigno, contributes to the discus- 
sion of the tobacco question some inter- 
esting observations on the influence of 
the weed upon his o«n mental powers. 
For many years be hod been addicted to 
tho habit of snuff taking, though coa- 
seious of injurious results flowing fioro 
the practice. He renounced it nsnin, 
but a relapse ahiius followed. -In iSCl 
his dailv allowance was over twenty 
grammes, and he observed n lapiil decay 
of the faculty. 'He had learned some 
fifteen hundred root word* in each of 
several languages but found these grad- 
ually dropping out of his mind, ho as to 
necessitate freqrierit re*4rr«nce to dic- 
tionaries. At last he summoned, resolu- 
tion to break finally with'the use of to- 
bacco in any form, and after fix ycart> of 
abstinence, writes as follows: 
" It was for us tha commencement of 


a rentable resurrection of health, mind, 
aid memory; our ideas have become 
more lucid, onr imagination more mid, 
cm1 work easier, onr pen quicker, nnd 
Wf have seen gradually return thntariny 
of words which had ran away, ym 
memory, in a word, has recovered aJl its 
riches, all its sensibility. Thnt tobacco, 
especially in tne form of snuff, is n per- 
sonal enemy of memory, which h:is de- 
stroyed, little by little, and sometimes 
very promptly,' can not be doubted 
Hairy persons Tuth whom* we are ac- 
quainted—II. Dabrunfantthe calibrated 
chemist foi example—lla^e run tliesmio 
danger and escaped lliem in tho qame 
fashion, by renouncing tobacco, which, 
we do not hesitate to sny, harms the 
greatest part of those who employ it."

General Butler's Bummer Home. 


A writer in J'rtersm's Journal thus describes 


General Butler's summer home: "It is uuilt ex- 
prcsftlyfor the summer ami the spa, and stands 
on an immense cliff of Massachusetts Hay, some 
half-dozen miles from the fishing town of Gloir 
tester. In front of it slopes to tho sea a vast 
lawn, out of which here and thcie n mossy bit 
of olil rock-ribbed curtb. picturesquely protrudes; 
and a lovely little island, all soft nissots anil 
srays. lies as if mm red at the foot of the lawn. 
Tho house is a large cottage of dark-re?, and of 
gray graaitc, with a pia/za around it, uphold by 
shafts of undressed store, and on a huge block 
of granite stands Uie huge brass telescope that 
sweeps tho bay when the,yacht America has her 
galls spread. 
Inside, two-thirds of the lower 


Jloor of the house—there being countless rooms 
above—arc in one great room, a staircase, (lining- 
room, and little writing-room occupying tl.c 
iuird, while the titclieus and offices are in a 
separate building, connected by covered passa- 
ges. Tho whole Mouse is finish"'! in out, and 
the floors, beneath their India mats, aro inlaid 
and wa-fvd to a polish llie glass. This vast 
room id an exquisitely perfect thing, and in the 
ideal of gay and carelcus, cheerful Bummer life 
can be hail. Ivica climb up the delicately tint- 
eA walls and all about the cornices; in a panel 
at OUG end of it a vase of wild flowers is frescoed 
daintily, and at the other end a vase of garden 
•ilowers. There is a great piano under one of the 
vases, there ara sofas and baskets an -1 chairs and 
utands in white wiokcr, with bright-colored 
hiankcti* and cushions; in the centre of the 
ixxmi a wonderful Venetian chandelier hangs 
above a huge round table, carved from tho Eait 
India teak, black as ebony, elephantine curves 
and oriental leif stapes; the great wide windows, 
Teaching from floor to ceiling, owing to the 
depth of tho walls, have oaken casements, milk- 
ing complete frames to the pictures they enclose 
—perfect sea pictures, except the one that looks 
"back over the meadows and creeks of tho en- 
chanted Anniaqnam region; and when yon see 
these pictures repeated in the great mirror ovor 
the carved oaken mantel shelf it seems as il 
yon amid only be miles out at see."

An Ingenious Contrivance. 


The MeadvjUe (Pa.) 
Journal says: 


•'There is being built at Franklin, by 
the Galena Oil Company, a miniature 
oil farm for exhibition at tlie coming 
Centennial Exhibition at Philadelphia. 
It •will be a complete and accurate repre- 
sentation, npon a reduced scale, of n 
section of the oil region. There will be 
rocks, bluffs, hills and ravines, creeks 
and rivers. There will be railroads with 
trains in motion, moved by a miniature 
engine. There will be four oil-wells in 
the process of drilling, other wells pomp- 
ing, horses and drays transporting the 
oily product overland, pipe lines, tanks, 
a Tillage containing costly residences of 
the successful operators, and the pine- 
board shanty of the pumper, and in the 
foreground, the Galena Oil Company's 
works, including tanks, stills, engines, 
agitators, store houses, etc. 
The whole 


' firm' will occupy a spnco of about 
20 feet square, and will cost many hun- 
dreds of dollars). There will be several 
amall engines to run the wells, drills, 
railroad trains, and refillery. This in- 
genious contrivance is constructed in 
sections, and can be easily taken apart 
for transportation." 


Rosewood, 


It has pnTzled many people to decide 


why the daik wood so highly valued for 
furniture should be called rosewood. 
Its color certainly does not look like a 
rose, so we must look far some other 
reason. Upon asking, we are told that 
when the tree is first cut the fresh wood 
possesses • a "very strong, rose-like fra- 
grance, hence the name. There are half 
a> dozen or more kinds of rosewood trees. 
The varieties are found in South Amer- 
ica and the East Indies and neighboring 
islands. Sometimes the trees grow so 
large that planks four feet broad and 
ten in length can be cut from one ,of 
them. Tlese broad planks' are princi- 
pally used to make the lops of piano- 
fortes. When growing in the forost, the 
rosewood tree is remarkable for its beau- 
ty, bnt such is its value in manufac- 
tures as an ornamental wood, that some 
of the forests where it once qrew abund. 
antly now have scarcely a single "speci- 
men. In Madras,-the Government has 
prujicntly had great plantations of this 
tree setront, in order to keep tip the 
•nppiy.
